Twenty-five persons were killed 
and about thirty wounded when. a 
time-bomb exploded in a wing of an 
artillery barracks in Naples formerly 
used by the Germans.

Pope Tells. 
of Remedy 
for War 


Tp Pope, in an Encyctical 


published yesterday by the 
Useervatore, tomano on 
Biblical studies in commemoration 
of the ‘50th anniversary of the 
‘* Providentissimus Deus” of Pope 
Leo XIII., stated that the sole 
remedy for the war and its evils is a 
return to Christ, and Christ reveals 
Himself in the Scriptures. Ignorance 
of the Scriptures, as St. Jerome 
wrote, is ignorance of Christ. 
In the first part, the Pope re- 
views all that has been done in 


Pontiffs and the Church to give 
more effective advancement to the 
study of Sacred Scripture. In the 
second part, he turns his attention 
to the actual state of Biblical 
studies. | ‘ 

To-day, the study of ancient lan- 
guages is so much diffused, and 
there are so many means to learn 
them at our disposal, that the 
modern interpreter of Sacred Scrip-; 
ture cannot shirk the duties of 
mastering Biblical languages—Greek, 
Hebrew and Aramic—along with 
the other Oriental languages. How- 
ever, this is not meant to detract 
from the work of the Vulgate, 
decreed authentic by the Council 
of Trent, since the Council recom- 
mended recourse to the original 
texts for the most exact explana- 
tion of the Vulgate itself. Nor does 
this authenticity, by its ‘nature 
primarily . juridical rather than 
critical, affect the translation of the 
sacred Scriptures into the modern 
languages generally understood by 
the faithful. 

Many difficulties bequeathed un- 
solved from antiquity have been 
happily explained in our day. Many, 
and serious, questions remain without 
a completely satisfactory solution; 
but this should not discourage a 
Catholic interpreter, who, drawing his 
rimary inspiration from his love 
or the Word of God, must feel 
impelled to do his utmost to find a 
positive solution to questions still 
tendered. ‘The vast amount of 
newly-discovered knowledge acquired 
through a greater understanding of 
Holy Scripture must also benefit the 
ordinary Faithful. Therefore, priests 


of Scriptura] knowledge is imf&rted 
to their flock through the medium 
of teaching and through the Press, 
especially in the form of periodicals,
